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The rugged Raccoon, often referred to as 
the “little brother of the Bear,” is a game 
animal of great distinction! He is one of the 
very few mammals who is hunted for food, 
sport and fur and provides a pretty good 
measure of all three. 


Weighing from fifteen to twenty-five 
pounds (full grown) he will lead a string 
of ’coon hounds and hunters a merry chase 
over the mountains and through the woods 
and often win the decision. In other words he 
is capable of outwitting them all and having 
‘the last laugh. Not that he is fast a-foot, for 
the opposite is the case, but he has quick wits 
and a large bag of tricks. 


A good swimmer, he will often swim the 
length of a stream to throw the dogs off his 
scent. And if he succeeds in luring your dog 
into the water with him you can kiss your 
hound goodbye, for Mister "Coon will just

drag him under and keep him there until che 
dog is drowned. 

Raccoons are found in any woodland con- 
taining hollow trees in which they make their 
dens. These must be good-sized trees, for a 
full grown ’coon is about three feet long. 
They sleep in the daytime and hunt at night, 
following the banks of streams and lakes in 
search for food. Their feet are bare; contain 
five toes on each foot and their tracks re- 
semble those which might be made by a very 
small child. 

Raccoons eat nearly everything from fish to 


fowl! Crayfish, frogs, game bird eggs, green © 


corn, nuts, hackberries, wild grapes, plums, 
various insects and grubs are found in their 
diet. Occasionally they will snare a chicken 
or two when the birds stray too far- from 
their barn-yard fold. Sometimes the ’coon 
washes his food before eating it, but more 
often he does not. However, it is amusing to 
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watch him eat, for he uses his forepaws in 
much the same manner as we use our hands. 
When raised as pets, they will hold a cracker 
and munch on it just like any hungry kid 
just home from school. 

Like their big brother, the Bear, Raccoons 
will, in extremely cold latitudes, go into hiber- 
nation for as long as three months. In the 
more moderate climates, however, they can 
be observed every month of the year. 

They mate in February and the “young- 
sters” are born in April or May. There are 
usually four in the litter, but as few as three 

~and as; many as six have been observed. By 
the time July rolls around their mother takes 
them along the streams to teach them the art 
of hunting crayfish and frogs and snatching 
the young, delicious trout. 

The Raccoon has one great fault which al- 
ways gets him into trouble and that-is CURI- 
OSITY! The wiley trapper takes full ad- 
vantage of this trait and fattens his purse 
acccrdingly. The ’coon will stick his nose into 
almost everything and he is so curious that a 
trap, baited with a simple piece of : shiney 
metal, has been known to catch him on more 
than one occasion. 

An expert climber, the Raccoon is as much 
“at home” in a tree as a trout is in a stream. 


He can “climb” DOWN a tree either front- ~ 
wards or backwards and is as sure-footed as — 
a goat. 

Raccoons get along pretty well with other 
creatures of the wild and have only one real 
natural enemy—the Bobcat. Fortunately, | 
however, the latter are no longer plentiful. 
The ’coon can even get along with BEES, for 
a family of. raccoons were once observed oc- . 
cupying the upper part of a hollow tree, while. 
a large swarm of bees lived insthe lower por- .. 
tion—and nobody got stung or robbed! 

As a fur-bearer the ’coon ranks high. In 
fact he is one of the Nation’s most important. 
fur-bearing animals. Thousands of pelts are | 
shipped each year to make up the raccoon * 
coats you see at the football games and else- - 
where. But in spite of this toll taken by the ; 
guns, dogs and traps, this game little animal _ 
continues to hold his own. He asks no quarter 
and gives none, .but just depends on his wits : 
and courage to see him through. _ 

His greatest virtue is, perhaps, his amazing 
fighting ability. Capable of licking any single - 
dog, he will trade tooth for tooth and claw 
for claw until his adversary is beaten, or the 
breath is gone from his own body. He
